ascended, Almost 6,000 persons who 
wom on the scene gheered and 
‘waved handkerchiefs and flags and 
jaltogether displuyed enthusiasm and 
jemotion unusal among German 
crowds, 

When the ZR-3 was turned loose 
she ascended rapidly to av altitude 
of several hundred feet and then 
passed over Friedrichshafen,
